Race against time to fund 


HISTORICAL experts in 
Worcestershire face a race 
against time to find out if 
they can afford to buy a 
hoard of treasure 
unearthed by two metal 
detector enthusiasts. 

If the county council can 
raise the cash, the thousands 
of Roman coins could go on per¬ 
manent show at the County 
Museum in Hartlebury, near 
Kidderminster. At an inquest 
in Stourport last week, 
Worcestershire deputy coroner 
Marguerite Elcock declared 
the coins found at Bredon Hill, 
near Evesham, to be treasure. 

The British Museum will

now set a market valuation 
and Worcestershire County 
Museum staff will have four 
months to raise the funding if 
they want to acquire them for 
long-term exhibition locally. 

It is thought the 3,874 coins 


- dating between 244 AD and 
282 AD and depicting the faces 
of 16 different Roman emper¬ 
ors during those turbulent 
times - may be worth hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds. 

Half the proceeds will be 
shared by Jethro Carpenter 
and Mark Gilmore, who made 
the find in June, with the 
remainder going to the 
landowner, whose name and 
location are being withheld to 
prevent “nighthawks” from 
raiding the spot. 

Mr Carpenter, aged 43, told 
the inquest of the “heart 
thumping” moments when he 
realised he had found more 
than just a rusty nail. “The 


signal improved and I carried 
on digging about 12 inches 
down and found some pieces of 
pottery and saw one coin stick¬ 
ing out of the surface. 

“There were three coins 
stuck together and I said: ‘It’s 
a hoard.’” said Mr Carpenter. 

Richard Henry, finds liaison 
officer for the Portable Antiq¬ 
uities Scheme, said: “This is 
definitely the largest discovery 
of coins found in Worcester¬ 
shire.” 

The treasure is currently on 
display at the Worcester City 
Art Gallery & Museum and 
residents have until Saturday 
(November 26) to take a look 
for themselves. After that, the 


hoard 


coins will be returned to the 
British Museum, where the 
treasure valuation committee 
will consider their worth - 
with a likely decision by March 
2012. 

The county council will then 
have four months to raise the 
funds to acquire it and bring 
the Bredon Hill hoard back to 
Worcestershire. 

Philippa Tinsley, senior 
curator for collections and 
Interpretation at Worcester¬ 
shire museums, said: “We will 
definitely consider the County 
Museum to display the Bredon 
Hill Hoard and are planning 
some events about the find in 
Hartlebury in the new year.” 


Hopes for 
Grade II 
cottages 

THREE Grade II listed cot¬ 
tages in Horsefair, Kidder¬ 
minster are set to receive a 
makeover from the West 
Midlands Historic Build¬ 
ings Trust (WMHBT). 

For more than a decade 
members of Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s Civic Society have 
been working to save the 
18th century buildings. 

Now agreement has been 
reached by current owners 
Wyre Forest District 
Housing to transfer them 
over to the WMHBT. 

The trust, which works to 
repair and sell on historical 
buildings, is now looking to 
apply for Lottery funding to 
modernise the cottages. 

Nigel Gilbert, chairman 
of the Historic Kiddermin¬ 
ster project, said: “We really 
believe these cottages can 
be positively used, making 
them safe and restoring 
them to a degree which they 
can be sold or rented. 

“The money will trans¬ 
form them into wonderful 
homes and at the moment 
we can’t hope for any more 
than that. 

“We are thrilled the 
Lottery application is going 
to be submitted, it is a huge 
step in the right direction. It 
also gives us hope that we 
can get even more funds for 
the other small dwelling on 
the site, which one day 
could be a positive addition 
to the carpet museum.” 

The initial application for 
the first stage of funding is 
due to be submitted by 
December 13. 

A spokeswoman for the 
trust said: “It is anticipated 
that the project will take 
approximately four years.” 


Development would dwarf estate, say protesters 

INCINERATOR IS 
TOO BIG - CLAIM

P ROTESTERS against a 
planned £120million 
incinerator have told a 
public inquiry that it would 
“dwarf’ any other develop¬ 
ment on the Hartlebury 
Trading Estate. 

Members of Wail (Worcestershire 
residents Against Incineration and 
Landfill) finally went head to head 
with Mercia Waste Management at 
the opening session of an eight-day 
inquiry which started on Tuesday 
at Worcester County Hall. 

Around 50 protesters turned out to 
show their support after the decision 
for the EnviRecover plant was called in 
for review earlier this year. 

Peter Taylor, representing the group, said 
the 75metre high chimney was “oversized”. 

He added: “Proposals will cause harm and 
be conspicuous, undermining the key objec¬ 
tive of land within the green belt which is to 
maintain an attractive landscape. 

“This is a very large building and facility 


which will dwarf any other development on 
the estate.” 

But Richard Phillips QC, for Mercia, said: 
“There is an obvious and urgent need for 
this facility; planning permission needs to 
be granted now.” 

The inquiry is being led by planning 
inspector Terrence Kemmann-Lane who 
will report back to Eric Pickles, Secretary of 
State for communities and local govern¬ 
ment, for a final decision next February. 

Representatives from Worcestershire 
County Council were also present and seven 
additional figures signalled their desire to 
speak, including County Councillor 
Maurice Broomfield, Philip Oliver from 
Wyre Forest Friends of the Earth and Peter 
Holden, vice-chairman of Hartlebury 
Parish Council. 

Clear 

At the opening of the inquiry Mr 
Kemmann- Lane said: “I want to have a full 
and comprehensive understanding of the 
matters which Wail raises so when I close 
the inquiry I have a clear idea of the 
strengths and weaknesses when I report.” 

Mr Taylor, for Wail, described the devel¬ 
opment as “gross over-provision” which 
“failed to understand the needs of the com¬ 
munity, who have been denied the chance to

have their say”. He added: “The application 
is only proposed to deal with municipal 
waste and unless there is a sufficient 
amount it won’t be utilised to full capacity, 
which is a risk.” 

He said Wail had recently discovered 
breeding pools for the greater crested newt; 
a European protected species, and claimed 
the search for a suitable location needed to 
be “severely questioned”. 

“We fundamentally disagree with the pro¬ 
posals and believe there are alternative 
solutions which will be more in line with the 
government policy of waste management,” 
he added. 

Fuelling 22,500 homes, the facility would 
create 42 full-time jobs and hundreds more 
employment opportunities during the 35- 
month construction period. If approved, 
work would start next year. 

Mr Phillips, of Mercia, referred to the 


planning meeting in March which saw 
county councillors approve the plan. 

“The unanimous support of the 14- 
member strong planning and regulatory 
committee should weigh heavily in favour of 
this application,” he said. The project would 
eliminate a “prodigious amount of waste to 
landfill” while electricity exported from the 
site would reduce council costs by £5m. 

Speaking for the county council, which 
owns the site and is responsible for waste 
management, John Hobson QC said it was 
important there was no conflict of interest. 

“There’s currently no recovery capacity in 
Herefordshire and Worcestershire and the 
project would assist in weaning them off 
wholly unsustainable landfill,” he said. 

Positive 

“We have considered the application com¬ 
prehensively and conclude there were no 
adverse effects on the green belt land. It 
would be an important and positive contri¬ 
bution.” 

Cross-examinations of evidence and a site 
visit are due to take place across the week. 

Speaking after the opening day, Wail 
chairman Ray Kirby said: “We are fully pre¬ 
pared to present our case in full and have a 
great team to help us fight this.” 

Mercia director John Plant said the 
inquiry wasn’t an uncommon process. 

“We have a very strong case but it will be 
for the Secretary of State to ultimately 
decide,” he said. 


Big new 
plans for 
centre 
of town 

MULTI-MILLION 
pound plans to bulldoze 
a town centre leisure 
complex in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and build a new 
supermarket, car park 
and petrol station have 
been unveiled. 

The Eastern Gateway 
project sets out plans to 
regenerate the town centre, 
including demolishing the 
“outdated” Glades Leisure 
Centre and Kidderminster 
Health Centre and replace 
them with a major new food 
store. 

The town’s former magis¬ 
trates court would be 
revamped into a bowling 
alley or an entertainment 
venue as part of the scheme. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council planning chief 
Councillor Julian Phillips 
described the project - part 
of the Kidderminster 
Central Area Action Plan - 
as a “major boost” for the 
town centre. 

Ghost 

“This would be inside the 
ring road, bringing shop¬ 
pers directly into the 
centre,” he said. 

“There have been com¬ 
plaints that this side of the 
centre is a bit of a ghost 
town - since Woolworths 
closed down we’ve seen 
more and more shops lost. 

“We definitely think this 
is feasible and will hopefully 
be leading discussions with 
major supermarkets.” 

The supermarket would 
be built on the site of the 
Glades, which looks set to 
close and relocate under a 
cost-cutting overhaul of the 
district’s leisure centres. 

The plans would also 
involve selling off the 
current council-owned car 
park in Bromsgrove Street 
to whichever supermarket 
moved in. 

“The Glades building 
cannot last forever in its 
current state — it’s 25 years 
old and it is reaching the 
end of its lifespan,” added 
Councillor Phillips.

Residents are 
worried about 
safari scheme 

PLANNED proposals to expand West Midland 
Safari Park have raised concerns among nearby res¬ 
idents. 

The proposed £20million, 10-year development of the 
site at Bewdley aims to make the park an internationally 
recognised four-star destination and bring around 300 jobs 
to the area, writes Tom Mason. 

Plans include a 250-room 
hotel and indoor water 
park, improved rail links 
and the construction of a 
monorail around the park. 

Residents of the Barns, 
who share a boundary with 
the Elephant Valley part of 
the park, have raised con¬ 
cerns. 

They fear the new mono- 
rail, to link the park with 
the Severn Valley railway, 
will disrupt a quiet and 
private community. 

Most of their worries 
centre on issues of privacy, 
particularly concerning the 
monorail scheme. But they 
also want more information 
on noise levels during the 
development. And they felt 
a recent presentation 
should have been publicised 
more widely in advance. 

Chartered accountant 
Adrian Jones, a spokesman 
for the 22 residents, said: “It 
would be pretty fundamen¬ 
tal to the quality of life.” 

Writing 

Wyre Forest District 
Council said the initial 
responsibility for consulta¬ 
tion lay with the developers. 

Nick Laister, senior direc¬ 
tor for RPS Planning and 
Development Ltd, said: 

“Consultation on the brief 
and masterplan is ongoing 
and we will be holding 
further events. 

“We will be writing to the 
neighbours of the Barns 
inviting them to meet us.” 

Residents are also 
worried about the deteriora¬ 
tion of lake water quality. 

But Mr Jones stressed: 

“Much of our request is for 
further information and not 
in direct and automatic 
opposition. We would like to 
work with the developers 
and owners to reach a mutu¬ 
ally acceptable solution.” 

He said residents would 
support the development 
provided their 
were met.

Joy for carpet firm 
as profits increase 


KIDDERMINSTER 
carpet maker Victoria 
has seen its profits 
more than double in 
the last six months 
despite battling tough 
economic conditions. 

Bosses of the firm, 
which employs more 
than 200 in the town, 
said they had high hopes 
for the future. 

Global sales rose 17 per 
cent in the first half of the 
year to £39million. Pre-tax 
profits more than doubled to 
£1.27m. 

The closure of Victoria’s 
loss-making Irish business 
earlier this year cost the 
company £450,000 but it 
will continue to sell Navan 
and Munster brand carpets 
in Ireland, running the 
operation from Kiddermin¬ 
ster. 

Despite no signs of eco¬ 
nomic recovery in the UK, 
however, Victoria said it 
was outperforming the rest 
of the competition and was 
back in profit - £160,000 
compared to a loss of 
£530,000 a year ago. 

Sales in the UK were up 
almost 11 per cent, to 
£13.8m, despite an increas¬ 
ing slowdown in the market 
as the year wore on.

persuaded him to play for the county. 

Basil joined Worcestershire in 
1964, but in those days transfers 
were not encouraged, so he had to 
get residential qualifications in the 
county. How he came to play for Kid¬ 
derminster in the Birmingham 


League I have no idea, but he was a 
huge bonus and became a very 
popular player. 

Basil’s batting figures were very 
good. Fifteen innings, six not outs, 
706 runs, highest 115, average 78.4. 

His bowling was also superb. 
Overs bowled 305, maidens 79, runs 
720, wickets 43 at 16.7. He also took 
seven catches. 

His fastest 50 came in 39 minutes 
and his fastest 100 in 87, both 


against Stourbridge in two different 
games. Basil’s best bowling figures 
were against M & B 8-29, and 8-46 
against Dudley. 

Basil never sought praise and 
remained the same chap who arrived 
in England in 1960. 

His dignified acceptance of South 
Africa’s decision not to allow him to 
play Test cricket for England in that 
country was a real measure of the 
man.
